Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark Come to Agreement 
for Close Relationship.

ternig and later as constable. 


AV'hen President Lincoln sent oul a 
rail for vohniteers during the civil war, 
]\ir. Cha,se responded and enlisted in the 
old Twelfth Indiana regiment, in which 
he served a? a corporal in company K. 
;Hc saw the hardest kind of service and 
it befell his luck to be captured three 
times by the confederate army. 
Tv.ice 
he escaped and once he was traded. 


Tn February. 1865. a large number of 
prisoners 
were taken 
to AVilmington, 
N. C., and it was here that he made his 
last escape. 
Ho secreted himself in a 
culvert, in 
the 
woods 
and 
in negro 
cabins, finally succeeding in getting to 
the union ranks again. 
The idate of his 
escape was a red letter day for Com- 
rade Chase and on this date each year 
he would entertain his comrades of the 
city at his home. 


For many years lie toolí active part 
in the work on Memoral da.y and only 
relinquished his duties as an officer of 
Lawton-Wavne post, O. A. Tí., when 
failing health causcd him to tender liis 
resignation a year ago.

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The Maumee River Dam Project 


The proposal to install in the Maumee river at a point near Wal- 
io|i avenue a -collapsible dam in order to provide a higher stage of 
water in the Maumee, the St, Marys and the St. Joseph rivers through 
the' city has been so favorably received that city authorities are to 
fo deeply into an investigation of the possibilities of the project with 
a view of carrying out the suggestion. 
On many accounts the propo- 
sition 
an attractive one, and there appears to be neither serious 
physical obstacle nor opposition of other character that can be urged 
against it unless it be in the matter of expense. Even this phase, with 
ihc estimated cost of $50,000 taken care of without an increase in tax 
levy and without the issuing of bonds, is hardly to be taken seriously 
when measured against the attractive results promised from the im- 
provement. 


It should be remembered that the proposal for the installation of 
a dam in the Maumee has been a part of practically every system of 
flood prevention work and river beautification that has yet been ad- 
vanced here. It will have its advantages in the prevention of en- 
croachment upon the river banks that narrows the channels of the 
streams and supply a stage of water that will both improve the 
sightliness of the streams and afford the pleasure of boating not now 
possible. We take it the public will gladly welcome any proposition 
that will tend to improve the general appearance of the rivers through 
the city, for in their present state we are vastly more inclined to view 
them with alarm than to point with pride. The rivers constitute a 
potential asset of which Fort Wayne has never taken advantage. The 
collapsible dam project carried out to successful completion will be a 
decisive step toward that very desirable end. 


Responding to an invitation from an anti-militarist organization 
in New York, President Wilson has reiterated his position with refer- 
ence to militarism. "I am in favor of adequate defense and no more," 
the president writes. 
"The whole spirit and principle of militarism 
is abominable to me, and I do not think that anything that has been 
done has been done in the militaristic spirit. It has, on the contrary, 
been carried out with the single purpose of rendering the country 
safe against external danger."' Those political foes of the president 
who are determined to be displeased, regardless of what he does or 
says, may have some difficulty in finding fault with his stand on this 
issue, but they doubtless will attempt it. 


Meanwhile, it is suspectcd that the something like four-score 
members of his own party in congress who voted for the Adamson 
€ight-hour bill are having some little difficulty in injecting en- 
thusiasm into their applause for Mr. Hughes' attacks on the law 
which averted the railroad strike. 
Maybe the republican nominee 
will succeed in dodging the districts of those republican congressmen 
in his swing 'round the circle, but republicans who supported the bill 
can take heart. They were in mighty good company when they lined 
up on that measure.

Building operations on tlie new Christ 
Lutheran church, corner of ^Vost Jeffer- 
son and ^^^b8ter 
streets, 
are 
being 
steadily pushed these days with a view 
to having the magnillcent siuperstructure 
completed before winter sets in. 
Some 
delay in getting the cut 
stone, with 
which the building is trimmed, retarded 
progress 
during 
the 
summer 
months 
somewhat but only temporarily.

style and the classic gothic architecture 
employed has elicited the favorable com- 
ment of all passersby.

If grapes are quite clean and if the 
bottles and corks are perfectly steril- 
ized grape juice can be made quickly 
by the following method: 


Wash 
ripe grapes and take 
them 
from the stems. 
Pick out anj' which 
are soft. 
Pack a mason jar with the 
grapes, and one cup of sugar, and fill 
the Jar with water -which has been 
boiled and cooled. 
Seal immediately. 
The grapes may be partly mashed

with a wooden spoon in the can before 
the water is added, or the juice may 
be expressed from them when the can 
is opened for use. 
The quality of the 
grape juice made In this way comes 
near that of the fresh fruit, and there- 
fore it is as good as can be.

The culture of the grape is among 
the most ancient of man's agricultural 
efforts, and the vintage festival is one 
of the oldest of religious ceremonies. 


Therefore "the vine" has been a classic 
subject in every form of art, in all 
lands, at all times. 


Only recently 
the great 
Pavlowa 
impersonated a Bacchante, and inter- 
preted the ancient dances in honot of 
Bacchus, the god of -wine, to the de- 
light of immense modem audiences. 


Wine, both fermented 
and 
unfer- 
mented, possess pronounced medicinal 
qualities for the grape is ranked next 
to the apple in health giving value. 


In fact, the grape has been called 
"nature's patent medicine," and "the 
grape cure" ranks high among foreign 
remedies for certain diseases of the 
digestion. 


At some of the immense Swiss and 
Austrian sanatoriums, the patient eats 
four pounds of grapes dally. 
The kid- 
neys, liver and intestines are cleared 
and improved in tone by the natural 
salts of the grape. 


It would, of course, be unwise for 
anyone to undertake the grape treat- 
ment, and eat four pounds of grapes 
a day without the advice of a physi- 
cian. 


The grape is not a cureall for hu- 
man ailments, but does offer house- 
wives a cheap and simple fruit supply 
for winter use. 
Fruit juice in some 
form is absolutely essential to a sci- 
entific diet. 


While there are many ways of pre- 
serving and serving grapes, there Is 
none quite equal to the ancient "un- 
fermented wine" of Bible times, which 
is exactly the same thing as modern 
grape juice.

There are both "hot" and "cold" pro- 
cesses of making grape juice. 
Any 
method is good which prevents fer- 
mentation of the juice. 


PLAIN GRAPE JUICE. 


Men are often fond of unsweetened 
grape Juice. 
The process of preparing 
the juice without 
sugar, so it 
will 
keep Is easy. 
If the juice In pure, and 
Is 
filtered 
and sterilized, it will not 
ferment. 


Mash fresh grapes, extract the juice, 
turn it into earthen crock and 
set 
aside over night. 
Turn the clear juice 
Into bottles, set the bottles in a boiler, 
which Is filled with cold water up to 
the necks, place the corks loosely in 
place, bring the water to the boiling 
point slowly, and boil thirty minutes. 
Fill bottles to their rims, from one 
of the number, and cork while hot. 


preferred by some housekeepers. What- 
ever the container It should be ster- 
ilized by boiling In a wash boiler foi 
thirty minutes before filllnir. 


GOOD UN FERMENTED. 


Wash the fruit, crush it slightly, put 
in a porcelain preserving kettle and 
simmer half an hour. 
Crush agiiln and 
strain throug'i a jelly bag. 
Measure 
i the juice, and allow one-half cup su- 
gar to each pint of juice. 
Bring the 
juice to the boiling point and skim 
well, add the sugar and boil six min- 
utes. 
Fill the heated bottles and seal. 


SWEET GRAPE JUICE. 


Equally 
simple to make and 
de- 
licious to drink is the product made 
according to this recipe for "uncook- 
ed" grape juice: 


Wash fresh, ripe, grapes, press out 
the juice, 
strain through a 
cheese- 
cloth. 
Measure the juice and add an 
equal volume of sugar. 
Put into jars 
and seal. 
Dilute with ice water be- 
fore serving. 
Use the remainder of the 
pulp for making jelly. 


BRYAN GRAPE JUICE. 


Heat the 
thoroughly 
ripe 
grapes 
slowly—In a double boiler or crock— 
on the back of the stove or in a slow 
oven. When the skins are tender strain 
through a cheese 
cloth 
bag without 
squeezing. 
When juice has been re- 
placed on stove and Is at boiling point, 
add half as much sugar as juice. 
Let 
dissolve perfectly, seal while hot. 


CAis^ TO HOLD JUICE. 


Any glass bottle or can will answer 
for putting up grape juice. 
Fruit jars, 
especially the pint size, are quite as 
satisfactory as bottles, and the seal- 
of cans is much easier than corking 
of bottles. 
Jugs, if small sizes,- are 


"JELLY" GRAPE JUICE. 


Any grrape jelly makes the most deli- 
cious and clearest of grape juice. 
Di- 
lute three or four tablespoons of the 
jelly iii a glass of water. 


THINGS TO REMEMBER. 


To make the best grape juice, only 
sound, ripe grapes which have been 
gathered 
in 
a 
cleanly 
manner 
should be used. 


If the pulp is not well broken, 
the yield of juice will be low. 


For the best results, the pressing 
should be slow and gradual. 


The clear juice should be sepa- 
rated from the sediment as soon as 
possible. 


To pasteurize grape juice, heat It 
to 140 degrees for several hours, or 
to 160 degrees for a shorter time. 


Grape juice is often defective in 
flavor 
and appearance from over- 
heating, or overexposure to the air. 


Unripe grapes do not make fine 
grape juice, but grapes -with high 
acidity should be used when possi- 
ble.

CROCHETED BAGS 


E 


v e r y b o d y is carrj'ing them, that is 


everybody who can afford to buy 
therci already made up, or who is a 
quick enough worker to have finished one 
since the craze started. 
The,v are cro- 
cheted from the pur® silk or the mercer- 
teesd variety, and usually take on Roman 
itripes Ir bright colors. The stripes may 
run up and down or around, the latter 
being the most favored, however, 
¿'or 
the madlum-slzed bag it takes from ten 
to fifteen balls of silk, bringing the coat 
of a bag In the mercerized silk to about 52. 


To mako them you crochet a solid color, 
usually dark blue, around and around, 
using the single crochet stitch and en- 
larging each row as you go. 
Do this 
until you have a disk about Ave or six 
Inches in diameter. Then crochet straight 
ahead for'a few rows. Increasing as you 
reach the center of the bag to give a 
Slight bulge. 
The stripes, of course, are 
obtained by changing the color of your 
thread every few rows. Study the stripes 
»rrangement In a piece of silk or ribbon 
ind copy that, or if you can trust your 
Dwn Judgment lay some strands of the 
rolored silks together for the effect be- 
fore. you start to crochet at all. A bead- 
ing l3 made at the top of the bag with^a 
imall picot or shell edge. Thru the bead- 
ing a twisted, braided or crocheted cord 
»f the Mlks is run. 
Or rings may be 
trocheted over with the various colored 
lilks and the cord run thru these. 


At the bottom a large button mold Is 
tovered with a crocheted circle, and at- 
tached to the bottom of the bag with a 
Lv/o-lnch cord to match that of the dtaw 
itrlngs. Underneath the covered mold and 
around its edge strands of the various 
Filks -xre slipped thru the crochet and 
knotted, giving the impressloi} of a heavy 
tasael. 


These ba«s may bo Iin«d with covered 
ink, which may b® allowed to extend 
beyond the top of the bag and make It 
appreciably larger. Dainty bags In white ' 
and pastel colors are made in the sam« 
way.

In order to present the proposition 
In a vivid way the Danish analysts 
worked out the following probleiii: 


"If all these alcoholic deaths were 
eliminated from the total, the average 
of longevity of a man of 20 would rise 
from 45 4-10 to 49 3-10 years; and of 
a woman from 47 5-10 to 48 1-10 re- 
spectively, three and nine-tenths years 
and six-tenths of a year—^which is 
slightly less than our American insur- 
ance experts have found in their recent 
investigations concerning this matter. 
Given these figures, and using the per 
capita consumption of alcohol in Den- 
mark as a divisor, the results proved 
that every pint of brandy consumed 
steals 11 hours out of a man's normal 
expectation of life, and everj"^ pint of 
beer cheats him out of approximately 
25 minutes of earthly activity. 


Time for Father to Leam Something. 


Recently Dr. Edwin F. Bowers at- 
tracted a great deal of attention by as- 
serting that each pint of beer consumed 
cost twenty-five minutes of life. 
He 
based his assertion upon an investiga- 
tion by a government commission in 
Denmark. This commission sent to all 
physicians in the kingdom a request 
for 
information 
concerning 
deaths 
among adults occurring in their prac- 
tice for one year, with especial refer- 
ence to whether or not the cause of 
these deaths could bo traced to drink. 
Only such cases were credited to alco- 
hol as v.'ere aamittedly drink-cngen- 
dej-ed. Answers were received concern- 
ing 4,300 dead men and 4,280 women— 
a trifle over one-third of the mortality 
. Jn Denmark for that particular year. 
The reports show that 23 per cent of 
the deaths among male and 3 per cent

F o r 
draughts, 
overheated, 
un- 
ventilated 
rooms, 
' too 
much 
cloth- 
ing or undue ex- 
posure, the result 
of too little cloth- 
ing, are the chief 
causes of colds. 


Sit in a draught and imduly expose 
one part of your body to it and you 
may expect a" cold. 
If you shut your- 
self up in a hot, stufly room, you are 
pretty certain to catch cold, when you 
go biit into the open air.* In both cases 
3'ou are so lowering your system's natur- 
al power of resistance that the ever 
alert germs get you without a great 
deal of trouble. 


The open window, 
which 
does not 
create a draught, is the secret of proper 
precaution against colds. 
Never stay 
in a close room, but never so ventilate 
a room t||Ht you create a draught where 
you arc sitting. 


Begulatc your clothing if you would 
avoid colds. ' On mild days, even if the 
season be late, reduce 
your clothing. 
When the cold weather comes along in- 
crease it. 


When you leave a heated room to go 
into the open air, protect your body by 
additional clothing. 
If 
on the other 
hand you do not care to wear extra 
outer wraps, then reduce your amount 
of clothing when entering a hot room. 
Let your clothing, however, be loose and 
of a texture that will freely admit of 
a circulation of air about your body at 
all times. 


About the best prescription for the 
prevention of colds is frequent doses of 
the two elements, air and water. 
Live 
in the open air as much as possible and 
keep yoiu: body clean and toned up by 
frequent bathing and you will not be 
very likely to "catch" cold. 


Comparatively few colds lead to con- 
sumption, but as^ every cold weakens 
the system and makes the perfon more 
liable to other diseases, and particularly 
to consumption, every coW shonld bo 
closely watched.

Many people'brush their teeth cross-« 
wise. This Is wrong. 


Some people have been taught, to 
brush their teeth by passing the. bristle« 
lengthwise of the teeth.' This is-botter* 
but still is not-the best^vray. 


The most effective way to use the 
toothbrush is to place the bristle«" of 
the brush firmly-agsinst; the .tenth,.-«s 


cleanse the teeth better than any othei 
method short of a visit to the dentist's 
chair. Care should he taken to go over 
all the surfaces of the teeth in this 
manner. 


When the bnishing is finished the user 
should take into his mouth luke-warm 
water and witli the use of the lips, 
check and tongue, force the water be- 
tween and around the teeth, repeating 
this cleansing process several timv*. 


This is as important a part of the 
correct way to clean the teeth as is the 
use of the toothbrnsli and tooth paste. 


One of the most important things to 
consider is the right kind of a tooth 
brush. 
Aside from style and shape, the 
brush should have bristles stiff enough 
to suit the condition of the mouth of 
each user.

Rice, o.nc of our best known foods, 
is wholesome and nourishing, but if we 
remove its faintly brown coat by polish- 
ing. it becomes actually poisonous. 


Pigeons or chickens fed on polished 
rice quickly develop paralysis and die 
but they grow well and strong if tho 
polishing are given to them. 
The reason 
is, the life-giving vitamines are in the 
coatings of the grains. 


"^Miole, uupolished 
rice grains will 
support life in birds and people, hut 
when ])oli8hcd they lose their food value. 


Until lately, polished rice was sold 
at all groceries, but now tho health 
authorities forbid its sale. 


a' disease called beriberi, which is 
frequently fatal, is caiised by catmg 
foods in which the vitamines have beeu 
destroyed by over cooking or remov«i 
as in the instance of polished rk«. 


Another disease called pellagra, wliidi 
frequently ends in insanity and death, 
is also produced by eating devitamined 
foods. 
It* is found that soda kills vit* 
amines and therefore we must not pul 
soda in our foods. 
Corn beof, if cooke4 
with bicarbonate of soda to miUce it 
light, has its food value destroyed. 


Cooks should not use bicarbonate of 
soda in cooking dried beans, dried com, 
dried peas and the like, even if it does 
hasten the piocesa.

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Utilizing Surplus Milk 


Commercial Manufacture of Butter- 
milk and Artificial Buttermilk May 
Be Made Profitable. 


One of the most economical ways in 
which milk plants can dispose of sur- 
plus milk, say specialists In the de- 
partment of agriculture, is by the sale 
of buttermilk or of artificial butter- 
milk. 
The department has recently 
expressed the opinion that under the 
Pood and Drug» Act Interstate ship- 
ments of artificial buttermilk—that Is 
to 
say, 
the 
product 
made 
from 
skimmed milk, or from skimmed milk 
and whole milk which has not been 
churned—should be labeled and sold 
under a name Indicating its true char- 
acter. 
This opinion, however, 
does 
not imply In any way that artiflclal 
buttermilk is not a healthful and de- 
•Irable beverage. 


For 
the benefit of those 
dealers 
who do not understand the commer- 
cial manufacture of buttermilk and 
artificial buttermilk, the following In- 
•tructions have been Issued: 


"Clean, sweet skim milk, or whole 
milk, should be used—and pasteuriza- 
tion Is preferable, as it insures a bet- 
ter product from both a commercial 
and a sanitary standpoint. 
Better re- 
sults are obtained from skim milk If 
some whole milk Is mixed with it, 
as one part whole milk to three parts 
skim milk. 
Run 
the milk 
into 
a 
water-.1acketed 
vat, 
and 
add 
good, 
clean starter enough to ripen the milk 
by the time wanted for churning. Five 
to ten gallons of starter for each 100 
gallons of milk should be sufficient. 
Take particular care to keep a good 
Btarter on hand, renewing It as often 
as necessary. 
Cover the vat to keep 
out flies and dirt, and ripen the milk 
at a temperature of from 60 degrees 
to 70 degrees F. 
The ripening tem- 
perature will depend upon the amount 
of starter added and the length of 
time which the milk has to set. 
Ripen 
the milk until it is coagulated into a 
rather soft curd. 
If the milk ripens 
too rapidly, run cold water around 
the vat to check the process. 
When 
the milk is ready, strain It Into the 
churn and churn for about 20 min- 
utes, or until the butter has gathered 
In small granules. 
The milk shDuld 
be churned at 55 degrees to 65 de- 
grees F. 
When butter comes, strain 
the buttermilk and cool it at once, 
using a 
cooler If 
possible. 
If 
no 
iooler is available, put the cans im- 
mediately Into a tank of ice water or 
a refrigerator. 
If possible, bottle thf" 
retail buttermilk at once. 
Many firmt' 
use 
brown 
bottles 
for 
buttonriiik 
which seems to be a good plan, as 
mistakes will be made in delivery, and 
the bottles can be kept separate for 
wa.shing. 
Whenever poi.^ihle, use a 
separate 
bott'er for buf.crmiik. 
If 
this is not possible, pariicular 
care 
Fhouid be taken in wa^hlnsr and sterll- 
fzina: the machine after buttermilk is 
handled. 


THE GRAPE VINE AND SOME METHODS OF TRAINING IT 


No Other Fruit-Growing Plant Responds so Generously to Attention, Adjusts Itself to so Many Conditions, or is Used for Such a Variety of Purposes 


as èie Grape. For These Reasons Its Culture Has Always Kept Pace With Civilization. 


Native species of the grape are found 
in nearly all parts of the world, and 
no country Is blessed with a greater 
number of them than our own. 
It is 
therefore reasonable to conclude that 
grapes can be successfully grown al- 
most ever> where In the United States, 
results with them depending largely 
upon the selection of varieties of the 
species suited to the respective con- 
ditions. 


Grape vines are propagated from 
seed, from cuttings, by layering, or 
by grafting. 


Cuttings for propagation 
may be 
prepared at any time after the vines 
have become dormant. 
Other things 
being equal, and If they are after- 
wards well cared for, the sooner they 
are prepared after the vines have be- 
come dormant the better. 
The length 
of the cuttings may vary from 8 to 20 
Inches, depending on the climatic and 
other conditions 
of the 
locality 
in 
which they are to be planted. Usually. . 
the hotter and drier the climate th« 
longer the cuttings will need to be. 
They should always be made 
from 
young, well-matured wood, and pref- 
erably 
from 
medium-sized, 
short- 
jointed wood. 


All varieties of the grape may be 
propagated 
by 
layers. 
In 
layering 
choose 
canes 
of 
the 
last 
season's' 
growth, 
preferably those that 
start! 
near the base of the vine. 
It Is well, i 
the summer before, to leave on the 
vine for 
this 
purpose some 
shoots 
starting close above ground and allow 
them to grow as long as possible. 
In 
pruning these canes all the well-de- 
veloped buds are left. 
The ground is 
made mellow, a trench about 2 inches 
deep is drawn from the vine with the 
hoe, and the cane is bent down and 
fastened in It. 
Each bud on the cane 
will usually produce a shoot, which by 
this process is made to grow upward. • 
When these shoots are well started 
the trench should be filled with soil.

After being divided, the plants should 
be thoroughly heeled In, like plants 
from seeds or cuttings. 
In general 
practice the layers are not disturbed 
until wanted for use In the spring. 


Where vines are on overhead ar- 
bors, layers can be made by placing 
boxes of soil on the arbors and layer- 
ing the canes into these boxes. 


There are many so-called method« 
of grafting. 
Bench, nursery, and vine- 
yard grafting are resorted to In gen- 
eral vineyard practice. 
The mechani- 
cal operations performed are similar 
and the underljdng principles are the 
same, the essential difference being, as 
the names Implv- the place where the 
work is done.

; work, but methods often vary In the !

The Inherent peculiarities of the va- 
rieties themselves often require spe- 
cial methods to obtain the best results.

being run from It at the top of the 
post and one cane Is fastened to each 
of the radiating wires.

are renewed each year. 


The Fan System. 


In the fan s>-stera the vine growth, 
which Is trained to an upright trellis. 
Is annually renewed to within a short 
distance from the ground. 
The vines 
are cut back usually to four canes 
and as many spurs each year; 
the 
canes are spread out and tied to the 
trellis, giving the vine the shape of 
a fan. 


The advantages claimed by the ad- 
vocates of this system are (1) 
that 
most of the old wood Is dispensed 
with each year, 
(2) that the vines 
can be easily laid down and covered 
In winter when needful In the extreme 
northern sections, and (8) that If after 
pruning the canes are tied and spread 
fan-shaped 
on the 
trellis, 
as 
they 
should be, the young upright-growing 
shoots fasten themselves by their ten- 
drils and need practically no tying. 
This system has the disadvantage of 
bearing the fruit too low and is not 
now so generally In use as formerly. 


In towns and around homes where 
there is room for only a few vines, 
grapes are often trained on porches, 
fences, 
outbuildings, 
etc. 
Where 
there Is suflBcIent space, an arbor is a 
good and attractive support, making 
the vine furnish a shady bower or 
walk as well as fruit. 
In vineyard 
practice 
some 
growers 
use only

stake or post on which to train each 
vine.

and better ventilated vines.

There are a great many Indirect 
considerations, however, which Justify 
the 
maintenance 
of

permanent 
woodlot on the farm. 
The important 
ones, a number of which are usually 
active in any particular case, are: (1> 
PH)r convenience of home use for fuel, 
posts, and other farm needs: (2) as 
a windbreak for buildings or croj»s; 
(S) as a shelter for stock; 
(4) for 
protection of land from erosion; (8) 
to furnish work for men and teams 
during spare time; 
(8) 
for 
purely 
esthetic reasons and for 
reereatioa 
purposes, for which reasons alone a 
farm with a well-located grove of 
trees, 
however small, 
will sell 
for 
more 
than 
one 
without. 
Thus 
a 
woodlot may at the same time In« 
crease the general prosperity of the 
farm, add to Its comfort as a home, 


The farmer too often considers only 
the local and Immediate uses of a 
woodlot, 
overemphasising them and 
disregarding 
other 
functions 
that 
might ultimately prove to be more Im- 
portant. 
For example, where agri- 
culture Is entering heavily wooded re- 
gions, timber Is likely to be considered 
only an Incumbrance. 
In long settled 
farming regions, where moat of the 
timber has been cut and only a few 
trees are left, the fanner may prefer to 
save the remnant for the shade it 
gives to stock or buildings or because 
It Improves the appearance of 
the 
farm. 
In prairie country, protection 
to grraln crops, 
orchards, stock, 
or 
buildings, together with service as a 
convenient supply of wood for farm 
consumption, 
may cause owners 
to 
place a high value on their woodlota 
In mountainous regions near thickly 
populated manufacturing centers the 
woodlot may be valued for Its wood- 
producing capacity alone. The tempta. 
tlon 
Is to 
forget 
or 
underestimate 
those functions 'ifhlch are not ob- 
viously 
and 
Immediately 
beneficial. 
As a matter of fact, the less obvious 
functions 
are 
often 
the 
very 
ones 
which are likely to prove of the great- 
est value in the long run. 
Many 
farmers 
who 
totally 
cleared 
their 
lands would be glad to have their 
woodlots 
back again for 
protective 
and other purposes; and farmers in 
the Central States already regret the 
abuse which has robbed their wood- 
lots of the ca-)acity to yield a wood 
crop of Increasing value on the poorer 
soils of the farm. 
It Is, therefore, 
greatly to the Interest of all farmers 
to consider not only the present but 
the possible future usefulness 'of 
a 
farm woodlot.

caused by minute vegetable parasites 
which grow under the skin,

thing like mildew In a grape leaf. 


Ringworm can be rather easily cured 
by giving the spots a good scrubbing 
with soft soap and water, "then treat- 
ing them once each day with equal 
parts of tincture of Iodine and glacial 
acetic acid. 
The treatment may be 
continued for several day«, as appears 
necessary.—M. H, Reynolds, veterin- 
arian, University Farm, St Paul.

The secret of the vltallty of the wild 
onion lies in the two sorts of under- 
ground bulbs. . Each plant produces 
one large bulb which germinates in 
the fall and four or five small ones 
which start growth In the spring. 


Late fall plowing, followed by early 
spring plowing and planting the In- 
fested land^ to some clean cultivated 
crop destroys the wild onion pest by 
killing both sorts of bulbs as 
the 
growth from them appears and before 
they have had a chance to multiply. 
The fall plowing should be deep and 
care should be taken to completely 
bury all green tops of the onion. 
If 
very much top growth has been made, 
a harrow run before the plow will 
facilitate the thorough covering of the 
tops.

The heavy froi^^ts of the past week have 
caught the soy beans unprepared and the 
tops are injured tn f-ome o.xtent. liowevor, 
growers of soy beans who Jiave had years 
of experien<"0 in the work .'¡ay not to cut 
the beans at this time. 
They favor leav- 
ing the beans .stand in the field imtil 
thoroughly dried lait and then cut and 
store. 
Their argument is that with the 
large amount of moisture in the beans 
now, they would bo hard to save at all. 
The nutriment of the bean is not injured 
by fro.«t. 


Some of the late beans may not mature 
for use as seed, but still will make very 
valuable feed if properly cured in the 
field.

ton avenue a collapsible flam in order to provide a higher stage ot 
water in the Maumcc, the St. Marys aud the St. Joseph rivers through 
the city has been so favorably received that city authorities are to 
£0 deeply into an investigation of tlie possibilities of the project with 
a view of carrying out the suggestion. On many accounts the propo 
Htion is an attractive one, and there appears to bo neither serious 
physical obstacle nor opposition of other character that can be urgec 
sgainst it unless it be in the .matter of expense. Even this phase, with 


I he estimated cost of $50,000 taken care of without an increase in tax 
levy and without the issuing of bonds, is hardly to be taken seriously 
when measured against the attractive results promised from the im- 
provement. 


It should be remembered that the proposal for the installation of 


a dam in the Maumee has been a part of practically every system of 
flood prevention work and river beautification that has yet been ad- 
vanced here. It will have its advantages in the prevention of en- 
croachment upon the river banks that narrows the channels of the 


. streams and supply a stage of Abater that will both improve the 


sightliness of tlte streams and afford the pleasure of boating not now 
possible. "We take it the public will gladly welcome any proposition 
that will tend to improve tlie general appearance of the rivers through 
the city, for in their present state we are vastly more inclined to view 
them with alarm than to point with pride.

Wash ripe grapes and take them

The culturu of the grape. Is among 


the most ancient of man's agricultural 
efforts, and the vintage festival Is one 
of the oldest of religious ceremonies 


remedies for certain diseases of the 
digestion. 


At some of the immense Swiss and 


Austrian sanatoriurns, the patient eats 
four pounds of grapes daily. The kid- 
neys, liver and intestines are cleared 
and improved in tone by tho natural 
salts of the grape. 


It would, of course, be unwise for 


anyone to undertake the grape treat- 
ment, and eat four pounds of grapes 
a day without the advice of a physi- 
cian. 


The grape Is not a cureall for hu- 


man ailments, but docs offer house- 
wives a cheap and simple fruit supply 
for winter use. Fruit juice in some 
form Is absolutely essential to a sci- 
entific diet. 


While there are many ways of pre- 


serving and sen-Ing grapes, there Is 
none quite equal to the ancient "un- 
fermented wine" of Bible times, which 
is exactly tho same thing as modern 
grape juice. 


The work of extracting and bottling 


tho juice amounts to little when its 
value to both young and old members 
of the family is considered. 
The su- 


periority of the "home made" over 
the commercial product is great and 
every cellar and fruit closet should 
have its store. 


There are both "hot" and "cold" pro- 


cesses of making grape juice. 
Any 


method is good which prevents fer- 
mentation of the juice. 


SWEET GRAPE JUICE. 


Equally simple to makp and de- 


licious to drink is the product made 
according to this recipe for "uncook- 
ed" grape juice: 


Wash fresh, ripe, grapes, press out 


the Juice, strain through a cheese- 
cloth. 
Measure the juice and add an 


equal volume of sugar. Put into jars 
and seal. 
Dilute with ice water be- 


fore serving. Use the remainder of the 
pulp for making jelly. 


to the boiling point and skim 


well, add the sugar and boll six min- 
utes. Kill tho heated bottles and seaL- 


"JELLY" GRAPE JUICE. 


Any grape Jelly makes the most deli- 


cious and clearest of grape juice. Di- 
lute three or four tablespoons of the 
jelly in a. glass of water. 


BRYAN GRAPE JUICE.

for putting up grape juice. Fruit jars 
especially the pint size, are quite as 
satisfactory as bottles, and tho seal- 
of cans is much easier than corking 
of bottles. Jugs, if small sizes, are 


THINGS TO REMEMBER. 


To make the best grape juice, only 


sound, ripe grapes which have been 
gathered 
in a 
cleanly 
manner 


should be used. 


If the pulp is not well broken, 


tho yield of Juice will be low. 


For the best results, tho pressing 


should be slow and gradual. 


The clear juice should be sepa- 


rated from, the sediment as soon as 
possible. 


To pasteurize grape juice, heat It 


to 340 degrees for several hours, .or 
to 160 degrees for a shorter time. 


Orape juice is often defective In 


flavor and appearance from over- 
heating, or overexposure to the air. 


Unripe grapes do not make fine 


grape juice, but grapes with high 
acidity should be used when possi- 
ble.

Utilizing Surplus Milk 


Commercial Manufacture of Bntter- 


Biilk and Artificial Buttermilk May 


_ Be Made Profitable. 


One of the mo«t economical ways in 


which milk plants can dispose of sur- 
plus milk, say specialists In the de- 
partment of agriculture. Is by the sale 
of buttermilk or of artificial butter- 
milk. 
The department has recently 


expressed the opinion that under the 
food and Drugs Act Interstate ship- 
ments of artificial buttermilk—that Is 
to say, 
the 
product 
made 
from 


skimmed milk, or from skimmed milk 
and whole milk which has not been 
churned—should be labeled and sold 
under a name Indicating Us true char- 
acter. 
This opinion, however, does 


not Imply in any way that artificial 
buttermilk is not «. healthful and de- 
alrable beverage. 


For the benefit of thoie dealers 


•who do not understand the commer- 
cial manufacture of buttermilk and 
artificial buttermilk, the following In- 
structions have been Issued: 


"Clean, sweet skim milk, or whole 


milk, should be used—and pasteuriza- 
tion Is preferable, as it insures a bet- 
ter product from both a commercial 
and a sanitary standpoint. Better re- 
sults are obtained from skim milk if 
•omo whole milk la mixed with it, 
M one part whole milk to three parts 
•klm milk. 
Run tho milk Into a 


water-Jacketed vat, and add good, 
clean starter enough to ripen the milk 
by the time wanted for churning. Five 
to ten gallon* of starter for each 100 
gallons of milk should be sufficient. 
Take particular care to keep a good 
•tarter on hand, renewing It as often 
as necessary. 
Cover the vat to keep 


out flies and dirt, and ripen tha milk 
at a temperature of from 60 degrees 
to 70 degrees F. The ripening tem- 
perature will depend upon the amounl 
of starter added and the length of 
time which the milk has to set Ripen 
the milk until It is coagulated Into a 
rather soft curd. If thn milk ripens 
too rapidly, run cold water around 
the vat to check the process. When 
the milk Is ready, strain It Into thi 
churn and churn for about 20 mln 
utes, or until the butter has gatherei 
In small granule!. 
The milk shouli 


bo churned at fi5 degrees to 65 de 
irrees F. 
When, butter comes, stral 


the buttermilk and cool it at once, 
using a cooler if possible. 
1C tin 


cooler is available, put the cans im- 
mediately Into a tank of ice water or 
a refrigerator. If possible, bottle the 
retail buttermilk at once. Many firms 
use brown bottles for buttermilk, 
which seems to be a good plan, us no 
mistakes will be made In delivery, and 
the bottles can be kept separate for 
'•washing. 
"Whenever possible, use a 


separate bottler for buttermilk. If 


• this is not possible, particular care 


should be taken In washing and steril- 
izing the machine after buttermilk is 
handled.
